In a report given out by the state 
department of 
public 
instruction 
it 
states that the cost per trip of haul­ 
ing pupils to centralized and consolid- 
ted schools in Fayette county is eight 
cents, counting the school years 180 
days. 
The annual cost of transporta­ 
tion per pupil is $30.00. 


In Highland county tho cost Is ex­ 
actly the same. Eight cents per pu­ 
pil for each trip and $30.00 for the 
year. 
Pickaway has- an average of 
six cents per pupil 
with an annual 
cost of $21.00. In Green County the 
cost is eight cents per pupil for each 
trip with an annual cost of $27.00. 
Figures are not available In Clin­ 
ton and Madison counties. 
All the reports quoted are said to 
be lowrer than the average in the m a­ 
jority of the counties of the state. 
Among the highest is Henry county 
with a cost per trip of 16 cents and an 
annual cost of $54 Ja ck so n and L ick ­ 
ing county with a 12 cent rate, and- 
Noble county with the highest rate in 
the state of 22 cents- per trip making 
the anrual cost per pupil $80.00. 
W yandotte county is lowest with a 
cost of one cent per trip and an an­ 
nual cost of $3.92 per pupil.
